TITANIA’S PALACE. 


Titania’s new palace is nearing com- 
letion. In the volume “ printed and pub- 
ished at Our Fairy Court,” six months 
ago, the Painter described the building in 
wide outline and its general scheme ol 
silver and bronze, marble and enamel. 
Now we learn something of the Hall of the 
FairyKiss, the Music Gallery, the Fountain 
Court and so on. This fairy palace will 
be exhibited in London and othe: places 
on behalf of the League of Pity (the 
National Society for the Prevention ot 
Cruelty to Children), in which Queen 
Titania takes so deep an interest. The 
Queen has established the Most Indus- 
trious Order of the Fairy Kiss, to the 
membership of which certain mortals who 
show practical sympathy with the unfor- 
tunate, unhappy and ill-used children ot 
our great cities may be admitted. It is a 
very real Order, established on the most 
meticulously correct lines by an expert in 
degrees and insignia—Sir Nevile Wilkin- 
son, Ulster King of Arms and Registrar 
of the Order of St. Patrick. 

The further details of the palace are 
disclosed to our old young friends, Yvette 
and Marietta, and Nanny (who is neither 
old nor young, but just “is’’) by the 
Painter at odd times during a journey 
from Holyhead to Porto Fino, near 
reg allo, with Grey Fairy. Grey Fairy is 

elightfully practical ‘conductress, and 
the important part that she played in the 
journey can be realised only by reading 
the book. i 

We assemble at Holyhead on a chilly 
day in February and go to the land of 
olives and sunshine in long stages. There 
is not a dull moment on the way. The 
Painter is a wonderfully versatile cicerone. 
The party goes through Birmingham and 
sees its furnaces, which suggest the 
modern Vulcan. What is more natural 
than that during a less interesting part ot 
the journey we should be taken in spirit 
up High Olympus? 

So it is throughout the journey—a work 
of art here, a point of history there, In 
these conversations sound ideas of the way 
in which the young mind should be taught 
to appreciate only the best in art are 
given. The Painter has a deft .and 
wonderful way with children. So through 
Dieppe, Orleans, Lyons, Avignon, Cannes, 
Monaco—where, indeed, every prospect 
pleases—to Mentone, Ventimiglia and 
Rapallo, seeing all that is beautiful and 
hearing all that is worthy. “They saw 
below them the crescent-shaped harbour 
of Mentone; Cap Martin, with its dark 
woods, lying as if asleep on the blue 
water; behind it Monaco. . 
Farther yet, dying into the distant haze, 
they could see the outline of the Estere! 
Mountains beyond the fairy town of 
Cannes.” 

This second “Titania’’ book is a fit 
companion to the first. Its illustrations 
from paintings, photographs and sketches, 
cannot be too highly praised.

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FREQUENTED WAYS. 

“Frequented Ways’’ is not geography 
or geology or botany or biology, but a 
specialised study laying tribute on these 
and kindred sciences. It is a “ survey ot 
the land forms, climates and vegetation of 
Western Europe, considered in their rela- 
tion to the life of man, including a de- 
tailed study of some typical regions.'’ The 
first part of the volume deals with ways to 
the South of Europe—for the author keeps 
the educated and interested traveller in 
view—and with mountain and plain, rain 
and sunshine, the primeval “ forest, 
meadow, wood and pasture in the Alps, 
moors and heaths, vineyard and olive 
grove. In the second part are a number 
of detailed studies in such regions as the 
Alps, the Dolomites, Vesuvius, the 
Riviera, the Scottish Highlands, the great 
plains of France and North Italy, closing 
with a study of Provence and Transap- 
penine Italy and the development of the 
town. 

The whole forms an interesting and 
suggestive book which tourists to Central 
and Southern Europe would find of con- 
siderable help to their knowledge of the 
physical features of those regions. They 
would understand, for example, why so 
many of the towns of Italy are on hill- 
tops or hill-slopes; why at Sion in the 
Upper Rhone V alley there is a great rock- 
barrier crowned with its two castles, 
striding right across the valley; why it is 
that Zermatt lies so deep that one has 
to climb up 1,500 feet and reach the shelt 
on the valley slopes before one may see 
the great mountains that encompass the 
village, excepting only the Matterhorn. 
How many travellers in the Scottish High- 
lands know the origin of the corries, or 
the difference between a moor and a heath. 
or that the craters of extinct volcanoes 
may still be seen? These subjects are al] 
discussed by Dr. Newbigin in a manner 
free from foreboding technicality. 

The author condemns the enclosure of 
the hills and mountain areas in Seot- 
land, and contrasts the freedom of 
access to such areas in Continental lands. 
A plea is made for the workers in 
smoky towns who are shut off from 
the glorious uplands and hills of 
their own land, which are “fenced off 
from them, and protected by ‘ trespassers’ ’ 
boards on the ground that they are best 
utilised as playing-fields for the governing 
classes or for wealthy Jews and Ameri. 
cans.” We trust that at no distant date 
Governments may at least do what some 
American and Colonia] authorities are 
doing, and set apart certain mountain 
areas as parks and playgrounds for the 
nation.

THE OCCULT IN SCRIPTURE. 

Mrs. Sarah A. Tooley’s booklet cn 
“Psychic Phenomena in the Old Testa- 
ment ’’ can hardly be regarded as of much 
value. She takes the Bible text “as it 
stands,” and subjects none of its many 
narratives of the occult to any sort ct 
critical examination. Yet if the Old 
Testament contains, as she appears to 
admit, “folklore, obsolete forms of wor- 
ship and crude science,”’ surely the first 
duty of the serious student of the super- 
normal phenomena of the Old Testament 
is to consider what is the historica] and 
evidential value of the narratives in which 
they are imbedded. Can we take literally 
those stories which Mrs. Tooley classes 
under the head of “ Materialisations ’’— 
namely, the appearance in human form of 
angels to Abraham and Lot, the Balaam's 
ass story and the witch of Endor story? 
These are buf a few of many fascinating 
stories of angels and dreams and other 

al occurrences found in the 
of the Old Testament. Did they 
appen so? Are they to be read ana 


accepted literally? Modern science, 
diterary criticism, the application of the 


conception of p ve evolution to | 
human. history, and to the history ot 
religion in particular, are all against the 


-literalists. 


Writers like Mrs. Tooley are doing the 
Bible a great disservice, That Book—or, 
to speak more correctly, that body of 
national literature—is invaluable as a 
record of the development of a people in 
moral and religious life. It is a Book 
which has done more than any other 
to mould in righteousness the life of Euro- 
pean peoples—always, of course, excepting 
the New Testament, To insist, however, as 
Mrs, Tooley and all the literalists sá 
sist, on the psychic and thaumatu 

elements in the Old Testament is to insist 
oh what is of no value to pure religion. 
Moreover, literalism of this sort runs the 
risk of involving the whole Old Testament 
in the difficulties attaching only to the 
fragments of the occult and the folklore 
which are found in it. The Old Testa- 
ment needs to be read with understand- 
ing, and very especially it needs to be 
taught in the Sunday school with more 
understanding. It should be so expounded 
and taught that young people will not 
afterwards have to unlearn and reject 
much that was taught to them in child- 


hood about God and revelation.

SHAKESPEARE’S CHARACTERS. 

There is much to be said in favour of 
the more advanced Shakespearian criticism 
of the day. The wave of laudatory 
criticism which swept over England and 
Germany during the nineteenth century 
made us prone to look upon the great 
dramatist as a standard of art and to 
forget that he is also an object of 
criticism. The tendency has been to treat 
his plays too subjectively—to read 
modern methods into their construction 
and modern problems into characterisa- 
tion; to ignore the inherent differences 
between drama in the first stages of its 
development and drama of to-day ; between 
the mentality of an Elizabethan audience 
and that of the more sophisticated public 
of our age. Pages have been written by 
eminent critics on, for example, Shake- 
speare’s belief in the supernatural and the 
point whether Banquo’s appearance at the 
feast was real or merely an hallucination. 
It seems most -probable that neither 
Shakespeare nor his audience gave any 
thought to this problem. The introduc- 
tion of ghosts and other supernatural 
agencies upon the stage was an ordinary, 
accepted dramatic decree, and belief in the 
supernatural in those days was, moreover, 
universal and unquestioning. 

There are other matters which will sug- 
gest themselves to the reader who is will- 
ing to crush for a moment | s blind adora- 
tion for Shakespeare and look upon the 
dramatist from an _ historically correct 
point of view. Mr. Schicking, in his 
‘Character Problems in Shakespeare's 
Plays,’’ goes very fully into the more 
primitive side of Shakespeare's methods, 
especially in the presentation of character ; 
explaining by simple means inconsistencies 
which hitherto have given rise to long and 
often extraordinarily far-fetched  dis- 
cussions. Mr. Schiking is no disparager 
of Shakespeare’s genius; but he feels that 
a better understanding of the dramatist 
can be obtained by studying him strictly 
from this historically correct point of 

view, admitting the not infrequently 
say ge and antiquated devices to which 

ie had recourse, and clearing up finally 
the maze of errors and misinterpretations 
which orthodox Shakespearians have 
erected in their blind enthusiasm for the 
ass.

UNDER THE BLACK ENSIGN. 

The author of this book explains that 
under his title he cmbraces “all those 
little ships of the late War Navy— 
destroyers, tugs, trawlers, boarding- 
steamers and the like.” Officially entitled 
to wear a white ensign, their banner was 
usually as “ black and tattered as their cwn 
rubby and insignificant . iratic selves.’’ 
fis first station was the North Channel, 
lying between North-East Ireland and 
Scotland, where in the well-known 
Hibernia, re-named H.M.S. Tara, he kept 
watch and ward against the designs of 
German submarines. After a year in these 
waters the Tara was ordered to the Medi- 
terranean, and there soon met her fate by 
a torpedo from U 35. The author and 
the crew fell into the hands of the Senussi 
of Libya, but the story of this captivity is 
told in another book. 

Released by an armoured car expedition, 
led by the Duke of Westminster, the 
author, after medical re-fitting, was posted 
to the Murman coast in ccmmand of the 
Intrepid, the mother ship of the mine- 
ee which kept the Channel for the 
supply of Russia open during several 
critical years. Not much fighting was 
seen, and few thrilling first-hand adven- 
tures are rec orded ; yet Captain Gwatkin- 
Williams has a tale to tell of no little 
interest. He contrives to convey a vivid 
impression of naval activities—labours, 
watchings and trials in an out-of-the-way 
and inhospitable region, where, but for 
the military weakness of Russia, we should 
never have set foot. Those three years in 
Arctic Russia seemed wasted ; yet, as the 
author says, “ without Archangel, and 
latterly Murmansk, through which to 
obtain her supplies, Russia must have suc- 
cumbed within twelve months, instead ot 
enduring for three years as she actually 
did. And without those three years ol 
Russian assistance could the other Allies 
have held out ?”’

RECENT FICTION. 

We dó not think that George Birmingham is 
altogether at his best in the short story. There 
is hardly room for that rich development of the 
situation which the humour of a Meldon de- 
mands.

A paralysis of the whole postal system 
throughout Southern Ireland would be a 
misfortune at any time. It would be a 
national calamity in this. grave hour of 
political and economic crisis. Yet that 
paralysis may fall upon the country within 
the next few days if the Postmaster- 
General insists upon the immediate appli- 
cation of the proposed wages “cut,’’ and 
if the postal workers fulfi] their threat to 
resist it with a general strike. Such a 
strike would play directly into the hands 
of all the forces of lawlessness and dis- 
order, It would deal a fresh blow to our 
already half-ruined trade and commerce. 
A failure of postal and telegraphic com- 
munications, by crippling the functions of 
the newspapers, would intensify the 
existing “fog of war,” to the great detri- 
ment of the public moral. The work of 
the new Parliament, on which so much 
depends, would be hampered and em- 
barrassed in a thousand The 
national interest demands that such a 
strike shal] not take place at the present 
time; and that interest is bigger than any- 
thing which is inyolved in the quarrel 
between the Post Office and its servants. 
We do not propose, therefore, to discuss 
the merits of the case. They are compli- 
cated by the interim findings of the 
Government's own Commission, which, 
six months ago, awarded increased wages 
to certain grades of postal workers. In 
principle, of the Postmaster- 
General's position is impregnable.

To the mistakes of the 
Versailles Treaty can be traced the cause— 
or, at any rate, one of the primary causes 
—of the plight of the coal and shipbuild- 
ing industries. British business is suffer- 
ing through the collapse of the German 
mark, the worst effects of which have still 
to come. A sane European policy will 
open the gates of a trade revival, and then 
Labour will not need to try to make jobs 
by the passing of pious resolutions. 


A Great Adventure. 


Though no seas of the world remain un- 
charted, and the modern Robinson Crusoe, 
roaming his desert island, would be more 
likely to come upon a wireless station than 
a tribe of cannibals, the call of the deep 
still lingers in the blood of the seafaring 
nations. Four hundred years ago—to 
be exact, on September 6th, . 1522—there 
arrived at San Lucar in Spain, in the good 
ship Vittoria, a little band of eighteen 
weary pilgrims under the leadership of 
Juan Sebastian Del Cano. They were the 
sole survivors of the squadron that had set 
sail three years before under the leader- 
ship of the Portuguese exile, Ferdinand 
Magellan, to discover a western route to 
the West Indies. Magellan succeeded in 
his putpose, but did not live to 
receive his laurels. Having discovered 
and navigated the Straits that bear 
his. name, starkly suppressed a mutiny 
‘by three of his captains on the 
Patagonian coast, and crossed the 
Pacific Ocean, Magellan was killed by the 
natives of Zebu, one of the Philippine 
Islands, on the 27th of April, 1521. Del 
Cano, who had stood loyally by his chief, 
thereupon assumed command of what was 
left of the expedition, and, having rounded 
the Cape ef Good Hope, reached Spain 
three years ami twenty-six days after 
setting sail from it. This week the Spanish 
people are celebrating at Guetaria, the 
navigator’s birthplace, the four hundredth 
anniversary of this famous event—the first 
voyage round the world. The Spaniards of 
to-day need to have recalled to them the 
great and splendid traditions of their race. 
Nations derive their impulses to wax great, 
their storés of moral vigour, in many and 
unknown ways. Were Spain to - give 
more than lip reverence to the example set 
by the great sea captains and con- 
quistadores who bore her flag “to the 
corners of the earth, she might again be 
great.

“In which capacity he “ sub- 
mits”’ after going on the warpath and 
shooting unsuspecting British outposts—in 
this case the Welch Fusiliers—is not & 
matter of general knowledge. Neverthe 
less, the British taxpayer, though his 
ability to reconstruct the scene may be 
limited, has a very clear idea that the 
submission of a Wazir tribe involves a 
corresponding amelioration of the pressure 
on what an American would cail his 
‘* pocket nerve.” It is these minor wars that 
make the British Empire what it is, and, 
incidentally, the British taxpayer what 
he is. In the weariness and poverty of 
post-war days the cry for the cutting of 
Imperial Iosses and jettisoning of Imperial 
responsibilities falls upon receptive ears. 
That way, however, degeneration lies. 
Effort and responsibility made the British 
Empire and moulded the British character. 
To grudge one and fear the other is the 
first sign of national decrepitude.

WEATHER FORECASTS. 


HINTS FOR USERS OF 
WIRELESS. 


During the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science at Hull, 
a demonstration of weather forecasting is being 
iven by the Meteorological Office of the Air 
rinistry. The object of the demonstration ts 
to show how the possessor of a small wireless 
receiving set can pick up and utilise the weather 
messages, which form so large a proportion of 
the daily information broadcasted from British 
and Continental wireless stations.. 

Most amateur wireless operators are aware 
that lengthy messages, consisting chiefly of 
groups of figures, are sent out at fixed times 
every day, not only by the Air Ministry, but 
by the Eiffel Tower and other European stations. 
Certain of these messages give in code exact 
particulars of the height of the barometer, and 
of the weather conditions at fixed times at 
various meteorological observing stations. 

These observations are the basis of all 
synoptic weather forecasting, and there is noth- 
ing to prevent any wireless operator from pick- 
ing ‘up the information, drawing charts and 
making his own weather forecasts 1f he possesses 
the requisite knowledge. There is no secrecy 
about either the codes or the methods of pre- 
paring forecasts. 

Official publications, obtainable through any 
bookseller. give full information. Among these, 
the recently published '' Wireless Manual” (H. 
M. Stationery Office. Price 9d.) may be specially 
mentioned. 

At Hull members of the British Association 
are given the opportunity of seeing the whole 
process in detail. A small wireless receiving 
set has been installed by the Air Minittry in 
the Guildhall, and by means of a duplicate tele- 
phone the visitor can “listen in" while the 
weather messages are actually being received in 
Morse code. As each message is received and 
decoded, the details of wind, weather, etc., are 
charted and exhibited on a large blackboard. 
In this wav detailed information for the whole 
of North-West Europe is made available, both 
morning and afternoon every day. 

Forecasts are drawn up on the spot, and dis- 
played alongside the information upon which 
they are based. Finally, a “daily weather re- 
port ” is published every day, incorporating the 
observations and forecasts. This daily report, 
though based on messages obtained with a type 
of apparatus. within the means of most wireless 
amateurs differs in no essential respects from 
that. prepared daily in different parts of tne 
country by the local centres of the Meteorologi- 
cal Office. 

In addition to the forecasting demonstration 
an exhibition of meteorological instruments, 
diagrams and publications is on view for the 
purpose of illustrating the bearing of meteoro- 
logical science on the work of the seafaring 
community.

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|“ DOMINION STATUS. 


ITS MEANING FOR IRELAND.

If people would cease to make differences of 

opinion a cause for animosities and treat them 
as an occasion for search after truth, the world 
would be vastly the — for it, and Ireland 
would gain exceptionally. 
' The Rreaty and confirming Statute by which 
England has solemnly renounced her old 
claim to govern Ireland and has acknow- 
ledged the right of Ireland to govern herself 
has had the extraordinary result of provoking 
in Ireland a flood of differences and antagonisms 
which are carried to the point of armed war- 
fare. This state of war refuses to consider 
the value of what has been won, but aims 
solely at forcing the issue of win-all or lose- 
all. i 
The Dominion peoples, who were ready with 
open arme to receive Ireland into their great 
sisterhood, look with amazement at this singular 
result. and the Irish in the Dominions (as 
numerous as the Irish in Ireland), who, with 
full experience, find nothing wanting in the 
self-government they possess, and who have, 
in season and out of season, aided with all 
their might in procuring the like self-govern- 
ment for Ireland, now stand sorely puzzled, 
and with feelings of rising shame before their 
non-Irish fellow-citizens for the first fruits in 
Ireland of the renunciation and withdrawal of 
British authority. 

The conflict, as a visitor like myself sees it, 
is between those who hate and want to keep 
up the memory of old wrongs as a cause for 
continuing hatred and those who can open 
their hearts to new relations when the power 
of doing wrong has ‘been renounced and well- 
doing has taken the place of wrong-doing. The 
Treaty begins a new era in Ireland's history; 
for. next after the renunciation by England, 
which is the essential implication of the Treaty, 
it proceeds to recognise Ireland as a nation 
by admitting her into co-equa]l membership of 
‘“the community of nations known as 
the British Empire,” and establishes Ireland in 
“the same constitutional status as the 
Dominions of Canada, Australia, South Africa 
and New Zealand.”

My own experience is that the present con- 
stitutional status of the Dominions is but little 
understood on this side of the world, and that, 
outside the Dominions themselves, political 
mentality has failed to shape itself to a proper 
conception of the national status now possessed 
by the several members of this new family of 
nations. For confirmation it is only necessary 
to compare the description by General Smuts 
of this national status, as given in his famous 
letter to the Irish leaders, with the offer made 
a few days afterwards by Mr. Lloyd George of 
what he presented as ' Dominion status” 
coupled with six reservations which were new 
doctrine to the Dominions. 

In their constitutional 
Dominions have passed through successive 
stages—namely, foreign possessions, colonies, 
dominions, nations. The last of these was 
accomplished through their efforts in the great 
war. 

The British Empire that was became through 
the same process the British Commonweaith 
that is: Empire died in giving birth to the 
Commonwealth; Ireland survived as the last 
relic of the old Imperialism, but has now been 
received into the sew order. The leading note 
of Imperialism was possesson and dominance. 
The Commonwealth is founded on the broad 
basis of freedom, equality,. co-operation, and 
unity. The wise men throughout the Empire 
have discovered that this is the only basis on 
which the great fabric can endure. 

I want to sec the Dominions brought in as 
parties to the Treaty. Ii is right and proper 
that all the old members should join in receiv- 
ing the new member. This will be done, I hope, 
by a clause in the Draft Constiiution which now 
waits enactment by the Irish and British Parlia- 
ments successively. In his letter of reply to 
General Herzog, who led a deputation of South 
African Republicans, Mr. Lloyd George told 
them that “the South African people, ag one 
of the Dominions, now have control in the 
fullest sense of their own national destiny.”

Speaking in the South African Parliament on 
the 24th June, 1920, General Smuts, who had 
just returned from his membership of the 
Imperial Cabinet, the War Cabinet, and the 
Peace Conference, explained the new situation 
in the following words :— 

“The British Empire, to speak customarily—-the 
British, Commonwealth, to speak correct|y—to-day 
consists of a number of free and equal nations 
linked in one severeianty, who conduct their 
separate affairs entirely on their own responsibility. 
but have to conduct their commen affairs on a 
common basis which is gradually being evolved. 

Io ere Under the old system of Empire 
there was one dominant member who could direct 
the affaira of the rest and could speak for them in 
all external affairs. That old system has de- 
parted and an entirely new order of 
things has arisen . . . . which I have 
already tried to explain in this House, and which 
was likewise given expression to in the speech of 
Lord Milner. . The change is recent. and 
had its formal and outward confirmation in on! 
presence at, and participation in, the internationa!’ 
deliberations at Paris, our signing of the Peace 
Treaty and its necessary ratification by this Parlia- 
ment, and our national and international position 
in the League of Nations.” 

The Imperial Conference is the title given to 
the periodical conferences of Prime Ministers 
held for consideration of Commonwealth affairs, 
and is the supreme authority within the British 
Commonwealth. A special Conference called in 
1917 establishes the position as described by 
General Smuts in a resolution as to the line of 
future constitutional developments, which ig in 
the following terms :— 

' While thoroughly preserving all existing powers 
of self-government and entire control of domestic 
affairs, any constitutional readjustmente shall be 
based on full recognition of the Dominions as 
autonomous nations of an Imperial Commonwealth 
»> % . amd shall recognise the right of the 
Dominions to an adequate voice in foreign policy 
and foreign relations, and snall provide effective 
arrangements for frequent consultation in all im- 
portant matters of common concern, and for such 
necessary concerted action founded on consnuitation 


as the several Governments may determine.” 

The foregoing quotations show the high 
national status which Ireland in one single step 
has entered upon, and I cannot help thinking 
that it is the failure or refusal (founded on 
ancient hate) of some to realise the great 


} achievement that is responsible for the existing 


state of warfare. 

I hope to deal briefly in later articles with 
Imperial relations, the Sovereignty, Executive 
Authority, the Veto, and other matters which 
seem to be greatly misunderstood or mis- 
construed in Ireland.

fixed a large wreath of bay and laurels 
in memory of the fallen Rangers was 
carried in by Lieutenant-Colonel Jourdaiu 
and deposited between two of the flags. 
High Mass followed, and at the conclusion 
the organist gave ' St. Patrick s Day '”. as 
a voluntary.

COMMISSIONS- 


During the next few days a number : 
important commissions and committees 
will be getting to\work to deal with que 
tions raised in the early sittings of i'aí 
liament. The Honours Commission is one, 
and, though no date has yet been fixed for 
its assembly, it will not be long delayed. 
Another important committee is that set 
up under Sir Henry Norman to inguire 
into the continuance of the Rent Restric- 
tion Act; and yet another is that pre- 
sided over by Major Hills to ingurre in 
the losses sustained by the Expeditionary, 
Force Canteen. Then there is the 
Economy Committee, which 1s to see if 
cannot reduce the national expenditure 
for next year. It is hoped that all these 
bodies will be able to frame reports before 
the close of the autumn session. 

The Government evidently takes the de- 
pression in the rubber market seriously ; 
tor the committee appointed by the 
Colonial Secretary has already met, and a 
full gathering discussed the situation re 
garding rubber in the Colonies and I" 
tectorates. No decisions are to be an 
nounced yet awhile, since nothing definite 
has been settled ; but the next meeting has 
been advanced as a matter of urgency 
Tuesday next. It is hoped by that time 
that the official views of the Dutch Govern 
ment upon restrictions of output and 
other matters relating to production will 
have been received, 


UNEMPLOYMEN |]. 


On the question of unemployment t! 
Cabinet will not get much assistance irom 
the discussion at the Trade Union Con 
gress. Most of the speakers appear to have 
been entirely oblivious of the econom 
difficulties in the way, and to have con 
tented themselves with abusing the Gov: 
ment for not extending the fatal polic: 
doles. Happily, the working men oi this 
country have shown themselves a good deal 
wiser than their spokesmen. More and 
better work is being done now than was 
the case a few months ago, and this. 
coupled with the reduction in thé income 
tax, which has enlarged the “ wages fund, | 
is steadily reducing the area of unemploy 
ment. 

No doubt, it will grow again during th: 
next few months, particulariy if we have a 
hard winter. Nevertheless, the genera 
tendency of trade and industry is in the 
right direction, and, even as things are. 
there is much less actual distress than fre 
quently occurred in periods oí trade de- 
pression before the war. Now there is fre 
quent inconvenience and occasional! hard 
ship ; then there was too often actual star 
vation. 

The news that King Constantine has 
suddenly left Athens for an unknown des 
tination need cause little surprise, though 
| many people were inclined this morning to 
the idea that he had fled his country. The 
King of the Hellenes is no coward, if one 
} judges by his past career, and it is quite 
likely that he has gone to Smyrna to 
judge the position for himself, and with 
the hope of stemming the tide of the Greek 
retreat. He is in such a positicn that the 
bravest policy is the wisest, and, though 
we may have very little love for the 
Kaiser’s brother-in-law, there is little rea- 
son to suppose that he has already thrown 
up the sponge.

T'IE FIRST SUCCESSES. 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
LIMERICK, Thursday. 
To-day, at 5 o'clock in the morning, the 
national Army began a sweeping operation, in- 
volving a very large and very difficult area. 
Lquixlietant from Limerick, Nenagh, iud Tip- 
perary is a great bulk of mountains, roughly 
ctreular in form, and with a diameter of about 
‘6 miles. A line drawn due north and south 
‘rom Tipperary to Nenagh divides this moun- 
‘ain mass fairly accurately into two halves, 
each half having its own characteristic. 
West of the line is the country of the big 
mountains, the Silvermines Mountains. Slieviki 
maita (or Keeper Hill), from which Sarsfield 
and Galloping O’Hogan sallied forth against 
William's siege train, Slhevefelim and 
Manhusheve. All these mountains rise over 
1,500 feet, and some will overtop the 2,000 mark. 
The roads are few, and the wide slopes of the 
mountains give visions tor a long distance. 
East of our imaginary line is the country of 
the small mountains, mostly round about the 
000 fool mark, mountains too numerous to 
mention, small in base, but steep in slopes, 
full of hidden dells and reverse contours, and 
ntersected in every direction by a close net- 
work of small roads. The whole of this district 
is one particularily difficult to sweep. Against 
the whole avea a sweep began this morning. 
From the North and North-East the Nenagh 
troops operated; from the West the Dublin 
(juards, under Lieutenant Flood; from the 
South and South-West the Tipperary troops, 
under Commandants Liam Hayes and Ryan. 
rhe reports of the operations are so far not 
somplete, but the western body have made a 
apid and comprehensive sweep of the district, | 
‘hich I have called “ the land of the big moun- 
tains. With transport going along the few 
oads which follow the mountain passes, and 
troops on foot searching over the shoulders of 
the mountains themselves, they have driven 
everything before them. , 


: OUR CAPTURE NINE. 

At a smail hamlet named Tour, on the road 
between Slievekimalta and Slievefelim, an 
armoured car, in which was General Hogan, the 
commander of the whole operations, surprised a 
column, and, although the car holds only four 
men, succeeded in capturing nine of the irre- 
gulars. 

From the south-west the men of Commandant 
Hayes have also swept up a large tract of coun- 
try without opposition. As I write the opera- 
tion is still in progress.

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DAMAGE TO RAILWAYS. 
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LONG LIST OF OUTRAGES. 


Damage to the Great Southern and Western 
Railway continues unabated. A bridge has 
been blown up in the section between Mallow 
and Buttevant. The signal cabin. at Charles- 
town has been burned down. Lampe have been 
stolen and points torn up. Wires have been 
cut in the section hetween Charlestown and 
Tubbercurry, and also between Charlestown and 
Swinford. At Curry Station some rails have 
been removed. 

At Templemore the goods store has been 
raided, and a number of consignments of 
tobacco and other goods stolen. The wires have 
been cut between Tullamore and Geashill. 
Aherlow river bridge, between Bansha and 
Cahir Station, has been burned down, eo that 
trains cannot run beyond Bansha in the Water- 
ford direction as from Limerick. At Bally- 
glunin the telephone instrument has been re- 
moved from the signal cabin. 

the section between Maryborough and 
Abbeyleix rails were lifted, interfering with the 
train service to some extent, but repairs were 
subsequently executed. Between Rathduff and 
Mourne Abbey telegraph poles and wires were 
cut down, and at Emly the lamp room was 
raided and lamps were taken. 

Coole river bridge in the section between 
Killaloe and Birdhill was damaged by fire. At 
Kilmorna the evening train was raided and 
the Dublin newspapers removed. Wires were 
cut in the section between Ballyhale and 
Mullinavat, resulting in delay to trains. 

Limerick Junction Station wa: attacked at 
2.50 a.m. yesterday morning. A number of 
windows were broken in the hotel, and the 
interior of the hotel wae damaged by bullets. 
A gasometer was damaged, causing the loss of 
a iarge quantity of gas. 

The signal cabin at Grange in the section 
between Limerick Junction and Dundrum, was 
also attacked. 

Yesterday morning the telegraph wires on 
the Dublin and South-Eastern Railway between 
Bray and Wicklow were cut by a party of 
irregulaers. i 

A wire-cutting party of irregulars was kept 
on the move by national troops in the out- 
lying districts of Bray yesterday morning. 
About half-a-doren revolver shots were dis- 
charged hy the irregulars, bu’ none of the 
national forces sustained injury. 

Irregulars are reported to have made a 
descent on Killiney Station at about midnight 
for the purpose of destroying the signal cabin 
there. ational troops from Killixey were on 
the alert and drove them away.

ARRIVAL OF DEPUTIES. 

(FROM OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

Arrangements for the meeting of Parlia- 
ment to-morrow are now completed. The 
Lecture Theatre of Leinster House has 
undergone some drastic alterations to 
make it suitable as a Chamber of Deputies. 
The lower tier of seats has been removed, 
and above it has bean erected a spacious 
platform which is on a level with the 
second tier, and gives ample accommoda- 
tion for members of the Cabinet, the 
Speaker, Clerks, and the Press, while the 
familiar tip-up seats are available for 
members. The upper tier is being re- 
served for the public, while the side 
galleries will be set aside for distinguished 


strangers. 

Despite the difficulties of railway communica- 
tion, many deputies have already arrived in 
the city, and among them are some repre- 
sentatives of the anti-Treaty Party, whose 
presence in Parliament is not likely to lead to 
any sensational development, as they have not 
taken an active Fó in the present rebellion 
against the established Government. Nothing, 
however, has been revealed regarding the 
militant element. The reports published 
yesterday concerning the <a = capture 
in Kerry of Messrs. de alera and 
Childers are not given much credence in 
trustworthy circles. It is, in fact, being urged 
that such rumours bear a sinister significance 
in view of the meeting of Parliament, and that 
they have been circulated by their supporters 
for the purpose of preparing the public for a 
dramatic surprise. 

It is expected that Miss MacSwinoy will 
be among the anti-Treaty members who 
will put in an appearance to-morrow, and 
that. she will enter a vehement protest 
against the proceedings. The announce- 
ment that Mrs. MacSwiney, widow of Terence 
MacSwiney, has reached the United States has 
not caused any surprise, but the statement that 
she had to be smuggled " across the Atlantic 
has been received with mild amusement, as 
there was never any interference by the 
authorities with her movements in Ireland. 

It will probably be found, when the Cabinet 
appointments are officially announced, to 
morrow. that the forecast published in the 
Irish Times yesterday is generally correct, with 
the exception of the reported resignation of 
Mr. Duggan. While it is true that he has 
resigned as Minister of Home Affairs, he is not 
leaving the Cabinet, as he is stated to have 
been pointed in succession to Professor 
MacNeill, as Minister without portfolio. Mr. 
Duggan, it will be remembered, is one of the 
three surviving signatories to the Treaty, the 
others being Mr. Barton, who is supposed te 
be with the irregulars, and Mr. Gavan Duffy, 
who recently resigned as Minister of Foreiga 
Affairs. : 

Among recent appointments 
are those of Mr. riel, Chairman 
of the Dublin County Council, who has been 
appointed Secretary to the Ministry for Home 
Affairs, with Mr. Sheehan as Assistant 
Secretary. The latter acted for some years as 
Secretary to Mr. de Valera, while Mr. Friel 
resigned an important position in the Estate 
Duty Office in 1918, when the oath of allegiance 
test was presented to Civil Servants, 

Though the peace efforts have not yet 
emerged from the privacy with which they have 
been studiously enshrouded, they are being 

ursued with the utmost vigour. Some con- 
erences were held in Dublin yesterday, but 
nothing was divulged regarding their progress. 
It is, however, betraying no confidence to say 
that the proposals have not yet got beyond 
the nebulous stage, but there may be some 
developments ay, the eve of the Parlia- 
mentary session.

CASUALTIES IN BRITISH 
COLUMN. 


The Colonial Office reported last night that on 
August 3ist a band of 200 Turkish irregulars, 
after moving down from Rowanduz, in the 
Kurdish hills; to Rania, and assisted by 
Kurdish tribes in the neighbourhood, came into 
collision with a small column of Kurdish and 
Assyrian levies, supported by one company of 
the 15th Sikhs and a section of an Indian 
battery. 

In the subsequent fighting the Kurdish levies 
behaved very badly and the Indian troops were 
sharply engaged. Because of the unsatisfactory 
‘attitude of the Kurdish levies a withdrawal of 
the column, which was covered by the Royal 
Air Force, was effected to Koy Sanjak out of 
the difficult-hill country. 

The casualties were severe. Two British 
officers were wounded, fourteen Indian soldiers 
were killed and eleven wounded, and seven are 
missing, while the levies lost thirteen killed 
and missing, and nineteen wounded. i 

Owing to the disturbed state of the neigh- 
bouring districts, due to the Turkish incursion, 
the few British officers and a certain number 
of local employers and their families in the 
Suleimaniyeh region were withdrawn in a 
single day by the Royal Air Force.

BRITISH CABINET 
MEETING. 


While there is no news in well-informed 
British quarters of any definite develop- 
ment of the Turco-Greek situation, there 
are decided indications in the latest tele- 
grams from Athens that the Greeks are 
preparing to make a stand outside Smyrna. 
At the same time nothing is known of the 
condition of the Greek morale, numbers, 
and fighting equipment. 

From Constantinople it is learned that 
the High Commissioners are conferring on 
the lines of the instructions sent to them 
by the various Governments. Italy has 
agreed to the proposed Conference at 
Venice, but France’s attitude is uncer- 
tain. No replies have yet been received 
from the belligerents. 

The Cabinet discussed ‘the situation at 
length yesterday. 


PROPOSED CONFERENCE. 


FRENCH ATTITUDE AMBIGUOUS 


Reuters Agency says that the position as 
regards the proposed Venice Peace Conference 
seems about as uncertain as the military situa- 
tion, with which it is intimately connected. 
Italy suggests that the Conference should be 
held as soon as possible after September 15. 

News from Paris confirms that the reply of 
the French Government to the British Govern- 
ment, regarding an armistice between Greece 
and Turkey, states that, the French Govern- 
ment is in complete agreement with the British 
Government as to seeking an opportunity of 
putting an end to the present struggle between 
the Greeks and Turks, in virtue of the policy 
always followed by the Great Powers in the 
Near East of endeavouring to prevent all blood- 


shed. 

The French reply states, however, that 
direct intervention with the Angora Govern- 
ment does not appear possible in the present 
atate of affairs, but it indicates that the French 
Government would give its assistance to an 
measure which would make it possible to fin 
a first step towards a solution by direet negotia- 
tions between the Commanders of the bel- 
ligerent Powers, as preliminaries to mediation 
by the Allies. 

Telegraphing from Constantinople last night, 
Reuter’s Correspondent said:—At eleven o'clock 
to-day the first dragomans of the French, 
British, and Italian Embassies communicated 
to the local representative of the Angora 
Government that the Greek Government was 
prepared to agree to the evacuation of Asia 
Minor, provided an imimediate armistice was 
concluded with the Turkish Nationalists. 

In the event of Angora accepting this pro- 
posal, a Conference would be arranged between 
the Turkish Nationalist Army officers and 
Greek Army officers in the neutral sone of 
Yarinja to draw up armistice conditions.

BRITISH INTERESTS GUARDED.

operation. The Executive declined to state the 
dat& which has been agreed on for the com- 
mencement of the strike, but it ie believed that 
no cessation of work is contemplated this 
week-end. At present there are soant hopes of 
a settlement, as both sides firmly refuse to 
recede from the positions which they have taken 
up. 

A member of the National Executive said that 

he fully recognised the paralysing effect which 
the closing down of the postal services would 
have on the trade and commerce of the country, 
but, he added, that they had to consider 
seriously that they were faced with a ruinous 
reduction in wages ranging from 10s. to 20s. a 
week.

THE CASE FOR THE UNION, 


The Irish Postal Union issued the following 
statement last night :— 

“The immediate crisis is entirely of the 
Government’s own making, as it refuses to 
honour the findings of an independent, Commis- 
s10n appointed by itself in March last. That 
Commission was to examine the basic wages of 
Post Olfice servants and to report whether, hav- 
ing regard to their alleged inadequacy, they 
could bear the ‘cut’ in earnings 1 to take 
place on March Ist. The report was to the 
effect that the ‘cut’ could not be. berne 
‘without causing certain hardships in the lower- 
paid classes,’ and with a view to relieving these 
hardships it awarded from 7} to 12} per cent. 
increase in basic wages. 

“It is, now proposed by the Postmaster- 
General that all the awards of the independent 
Commission shall cease, and that there shall 
be, in addition, a 3-26ths reduction in bonus. 
How the obvious hardship of this arrangement, 
which would reduce wages by 10s. to nearly 
20s. a week, fails to meet the eye of the 
Government passes this Union's comprehension. 

“But there are other ugly phrases of 1.is 
breach of faith on the part of the Provisional 
Government. For instance, when the interim 
report of the Postal Commission was disposed 
of, that body was to continue sitting and to 
report, if possible, before the Ist of September 
on general wages, organisation of work, etc., 
in the Post Office. Responsibility for the 
failure to have the report furnished before now 
rests solely with the Post Office authorities, 
who in July last declared that they were obliged 
to hold up the proceedings of the Departmental 
Committee set up by the Commission, statin 
at the same time that the department coul 
not go on again until October. Had the Com- 
mission not been thus hampered by the Post 
Office Department our basic wage position, and 
the entire wage question of the great working 
classes of this essential public service, would in 
all probability have been set right before now. 

“A paragraph in the independent Commis- 
sion’s repcrt makes it elear that in their interim 
findings the Commission aimed at only one 
single object—namely, to grant immediate relief 
from undue hardship. Here are the words of 
the Commissioners :— 

The Commission desires to emphasise the fact 
that in making recommendations the aim has been 
only to remove—during the period while the Com- 
mission is sitting-—-any undue hardship caused by re- 
cent bonus redactions 

“Our great claim is that while the Commis- 
sion’s work is unfinished there should be no in- 
terference with our wages between that body’s 
interim and final reports. There is the ques- 
tion, too, of what has come to be called the 
agreed cost of living figure. The Government 
claims that, having agreed upon a certain 
figure to its own satisfaction, that should 
meet all requirements. The basis of its calcula- 
tions, the method of its computations, as well 
as the results it has ‘produced,’ to use its own 
term, are challenged by public opinion, and 
have not been able to command public confi- 
dence. But our people are not attaching much 
importance to the ‘ produced’ figure or to any 
other figure. We, take our stand mainly on 
what the Postal Commission has already re- 
ported regarding our inadeauate basic wages and 
upon what we know to be the economic difficulty 
of our own households: We left our case to 
an independent tribunal rather than strike and 
cause public inconvenience last March. We got 
a verdict in our favour. 

“Our position to-day is that a fight is being 
forced upon us by those who not only. seek to 
deny us the fruits of that peaceable victory, 
but threaten further inroads on our earnings.

THREE MEN SENT FOR TRIAL, 


Before Mr. Lupton, K.C., in the Dublin 
Police Court yesterday, three young men of 
respectable appearance, named Joseph Keogh, 
John Wilson, and Joseph Roche, were charged 
on remand with having, pursuant to a con- 
spiracy to rob, entered the licensed premises 
of Mr. Michael Whitney, Granby row, armed 
with revolvers, on the 27th of July last, and 
committed a robbery. It was alleged that 
they “ held up ” the manager, Mr. Tapley, and 
the customers in the place at the time, and 
took away £25 from the safe and some papers,” 
including the licence of the premises and some 
receipts.

“ THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


It has been impossible to read the reports 
of the Trades. Union Congress at Southport 
this week without a feeling of disappointment 
and apziety. There has been throughout the 
proceedings .a deplorable f@ilure to recognise 
the broader aspects of the industrial position. 
The basic remedy for present ills is the crea- 
tion of more distributable wealth, not the 
maintenance of artificial restrictions, which, 
in the face of foreign competition, collapsed 
exchanges, and the impovetishment of the 
world’s markets, make it impossible for more 
than a part of the workers to be profitably 
K “w y 

e are entirely in sympathy with all move- 
ments for more equitable distribution of the 
proceeds of the nation’s efforts, but it is im- 
possible to ignore the fact that the share of 
the individual can be enlarged only by an 
increase in the gross earnings of the nation, 
either by reason of greater effort or by the 
bounty of nature. 

It is in intelligent co-operation that progress 
will be made, continues The Times. Strife and 
friction clog the industrial machine, and benefit 
nobody. Failure to recognise the futility cf 
restriction of output, unnecessary disputes, and 
political activities are hampering the develop- 
ment of the trade union movement. When 
Labour leaders cease to cherish economic fal- 
lacies and exorcise the spirit of bitterness which 
finds expression in permanent hostility to the 
rest of the community, a brighter day will have 
dawned for all.

THREE ESSENTIAL POINTS. 


When the. Cabinet met yesterday, says he 
Times, the most important subject for dis- 
cussion was the situation in the Near East. 
All the members were present, except Lord 
Balfour and Mr. Fisher, who are attending the 
League of Nations assembly at Geneva. 
Anxious as the Government is to lend its aid 
towards securing an armistice, it recognises the 
difficulties in the way, and there is a distinct 
feeling against hasty action. 

We learn that the French Government has 
shown a disposition to discuss the terms 
under which an armistice would be possible. 
The British Government, on the 
other hand, takes the view that the discussion 
of terms is essentially one for the belligerents 
themselves. Nor does it wish to afford the 
Turks an opportunity of seeking concessions in 
Thrace or in the Dardanelles. It is regarded 
as essential that the operations in Asia Minor 
should not be allowed to affect the European 
atvtus of Turkey, which is a matter to be de- 
cided, not as bétween the Greeks and the 
Turks, but between the Turks and the Allied 
Powers. It is ¢6tated in well-informed circles 
that <n no circumstances would. the British 
Government consent to such concessions, par- 
ticularly in the case of Gallipoli. 

The Government has every desire to safe- 
guard British interests, and regards the free- 
dom of the Straits, the maintenance of Greek 
rights in Thrace, and the protection of Chris- 
tian minorities as the three essential points 
in itg policy. 


GERMAN FINANCE. 
FOLLY OF INFLATION. 


The Times prints to-day the first of a series 
of articles by its City Editor, giving the 
conclusions that he has reached upon the 
economic ¢onditions of Germany after a tour 
of investigation iu that country. 

In a leading article upon the subject 
The Times says:—The gist of our Correspon- 
dent’s judgment is that those who have main- 
tained inflation to be the taproot of Germany's 
financial and economic maladies are absolutely 
right. The Germans have themselves to blame 
for their present predicament, and for the evils 
with which it threatens them. From a period 
long before the war they based their 
finance upon an unsound focting. War, it was 
said long ago, “is the national industry of 
Prussia.”’ ‘She made it the “ national industry ” 
of Germany, and upon its successful prosecution 
Prusso-Germany speculated for the redemption 
of her loans. She borrowed great sums and 
neglected to impose the taxation requisite to 
provide for them. She was confident that she 
would inflict a speedy and crushing defeat upon 
her enemies in the we á she was resolved to 
force upon them, and intended, when ehe 
had won, to extort from them an indemnity 
which would have freed her from the burden 
of her obligstions. 

The terms imposed upon- Russia and 
Rumania foreshadowed the terms which she 
was resolved to exact from the wealthier mem- 
bers of the Alliance. But she suffered ruinous 
defeat instead of inflicting it, and with defeat 
the whole fabric of her feencia! system began 
to topple over. She might still have averted 
the worst economic results of the blow had she 
followed the example of France in 1871 and 
made an honest and strenuous effort to pay 
the debts she promised to pay. She preferred 
to follow a policy of reckless inflation, un- 
approached in Western Europe since the fall of 
the French Directory. 

So long as inflation continues the value of 
the mark will continue to sink, and the 
prospects of reparation will continue to diminish 
adds 7'Ae T'imes. It is idle for the Allies to 
chaffer about details of repayment while this 
root evil is suffered to exist and to spread. 
The first thing that *hey have to do in their 
own interests is to insist that it must be 
stayed, and stayed at once.

BIG STRIKE THREATENED. 


Telegraphing from Melbourne yesterday, TÁe 
Times Correspondent says:—An extensive coal 
strike, affecting the whole ofthe Australian 
colheries, is thbeatened over the proposal of 
the proprietors to enforce a reduction of 33 per 
cent. in wages. The question of a reduction in 
wages, together with special grievgnees of the 
miners, has been in course of investigation by 
a special Federal tribunal, and the miners in- 
sisted that their grievances should have pre- 
cedence. The proprietors secured an injunction 
in the High Court to the effect that the wages 
question should be settled first. 

Work was stopped to-day while the miners 
held meetings. Several branches of their union 
were unanimously in favour of a fortnight’s 
notice to strike unless their grievances were 
settled before the reduction of wages was con- 
sidered. The others referred the issue to the 
Miners’ Federation.

ALLEGED CONFESSION.

It is alleged that the officers have also con- 
feased that the Regent, Admira] Horthy, had 
been drawn into their confidence, and that it 
was within his knowledge that not only King 
Yerdinand, but also King Alexander, the Presi- 
dent of Czecho-Slovakis, M. Masaryk, and his 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Dr. Benes, were to 
meet the same fate as King Ferdinand.

PSYCHOLOGY OF 
WORK, 


BRITISH ASSOCIATION 
DISCUSSION. 


ROUND PEGS IN 


SQUARE HOLES, 


VOCATIONAL TESTS 
THE REMEDY, 


—— 


The members of tha British Association 
at Hull yesterday discussed at thirteen 
sectional meetings many subjects of 
scientific, social, educational, and economic 
importance. 

In the Psychological Section considerable 
attention was given to present-day conditions 
of the worker and the methods to be employed 
to improve his usefulness and promote the 
success Of industry. 

Dr. C. 8. Myers (Cambridge) spoke on indus- 
trial psychology and efficiency. He emphasised: 
the importance of psychology among workmen, 
and said that if experts appointed solely by the 
employers were to go round factories observing, 
codifying, and standardising the most efficient 
methods of carrying out operations, the worker 
would be robbed, so he would suspect, of his 
craft skill, and would tend to be treated, as he 
would imagine, as a piece of machinery which 
must carry through a prescribed operation at 
a prescribed speed. This method would be harm- 
ful in practice and its aim impossible of achieve- 
ment, because no two individuals were the 
same. 

‘““It- will be a bad day for industry,” con- 
tinued Dr. Myers, “if the worker comes to 
beheve that his function ig simply that of 
an automaton. It should be one of the func- 
tions of trades unions to enquire into the good 
and bad methods of work and into the wide 
individual mental conditions of the workers.” 

r. J. Seerbohm Rowntree discussed the 
value of the practical application of vocational 
tests. He expressed the belief that vocational 
selection in this country was only in its in- 


fancy. E 

Vocational selection im industry should 
accomplish two things. It should increase the 
efficiency of business, and contribute to its 
success and to the happiness of the individual 
worker. 

At present, he proceeded, it seems impossible 
to elimmate entering the round ry ynto the 
sguare hole in the industrial world. The dis- 
turbing facts are the general health and home 
conditions of the workers, the type of over 
looker in the workroom, and the absence of an 
adequate incentive to work. 

The psychologist should do his utmost ta 
create an incentive. The effect of an unsuit- 
able job is sometimes to make the workers in- 
subordinate. The management of a factory 
through lack of knowledge, often turns good 
workers into bad ones merely by putting them 
to jobs for which they are not fitted. The 
field of work for the industrial psychologist 
in imereasing efficiency and humanising in- 
dustry is vast, but if he allows his ecience to 
run away with him any results that he could 
claim will be disappointing from the practical 
standpoint. . 


UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS. 
WORKERS’ RIGHT. 


The future of unemployment insurance was 
dealt with by Mr. Joseph L. Cohen, of Man- 
chester. He argued that workmen have a right 
to unemployment benefit: to receive what they 
had a right to was not demoralising, unless the 
vicious atmosphere of charity was made th 
surround it. 

It seemed evident that much of the criticisn 
of the present scheme was inspired by a desir 
to make political capital out of anything fos 
which the movement might be held to be re 
sponsible. 

Dxramining the suggestion that there should 
be an alternative to the present system, Mr 
Cohen alluded to the General Federation of 
Trade Unions Bill, which was aimed at the re- 
organisation of insurance on the basis of in- 
dustry. A difficulty in regard to this was the 
fact that the earmarking of men as belonging 
to different industries for the purpose of 1n- 
employment insurance might tend to reduce 
the immobility of Labour 

This would be wholly undesirable, as it would 
tend to increase the amount of unemployment, 
since 1 would hold back workmen in the slack 
trades from finding work in the busy trades. 

The devising of suitable admimistrative ma- 
chinery was the greatest difficulty in the way 
of unemployment insurance by the industry 
concerned. ‘Those administrative difficulties 
were so great that only the most conclusive 
evidence of its very real advantages over the 
Government scheme would justify the effort to 
overcome them. 

Another aspect of economics was brought for- 
ward by Professor J. G. Smith, of Birming- 
ham, who spoke on principal markets and 
their economic significance. As the result of 
the study of market organisations for the 
handling of perishable produce, municipal and 
non-municipal, Professor Smith said that he 
had arrived at the conclusion that markets 
under the direct management of local authori- 
ties were to be preferred to the system now in 
general use in this country, under which muni- 
cipal authorities hire out stalls and sites in 
publicly-owned buildings and/or lvey tolls on all 
produce dealt in. 

Messrs. A. G. Cookson and J. 8S. Nicholas, of 
London, read:a paper about the strength of 
the railway bridges in this country, It was 
pointed out that the Ministry of Transport had 
concluded, as the result of certain tests carried 
out by their officers, that on many British rail- 
ways insufficient provision had been made for 
the effect of the live load. The present paper, 
however, suggested that their conclusions are 
not correct, and that it had been proved beyond 
doubt that the bridgework in this country 1s 
much stronger than is generally believed. 


EXHAUSTED WATERS. 
NO FOOD FOR FISH, 


In the course of an interesting paper read 
before the Zoology Section, Dr. Alexander Bow- 
man, the eminent Scottish fishing: authority, 
ascribed the fluctuations in the fisheries to the 
great yearly variations of the Atlantic stream 
into the North Sea 

He explained that upon these variations de- 
pended the amount of the glutinous matter,called 
salps, in the “water, and said that while it 
could not be asserted that the poor results of 
the drift net fishing on the Scottish east coast 
in the last two years had been entirely due to 
the abnormal conditions in these years, it was 
significant that the area invaded by the saips 
coincided very closely with that usually fishe " 
by the drifter fleet. 

In both years, too, in 
salps occurred in the greatest numbers it was 
almost to the entire exclusion of the crustacea, 
a fact which might help to explain the poorly- 
nourished condition of the herrings caught in 
the drifter nets. 

The Atlantic flow was, so far, this 
year, and it was unlikely that any invasion of 
the North Sea area would take place 


SCICNCE IN MODERN LIFE. 
PLEA FOR WIDER APPLICATION. 


As President of the Educational Science 
section, Sir Richard Gregory of London, gave 
an address upon educational and school science, 
in which he pleaded for the expansion of 
scientific instruction in a humanising spirit, 
and for the widening of the gateway into the 
land of promise, where the destinies of the 
human race were shaped 

He wanted science not only 
of stimulating veal and careful thinking t! rongh 
doing things, but also a means of creating 
interest. and enlarging the working vocabulary 
of the pupils, thus increasing their range of 
intelligence. 

When school science had thie entlook it 
would get closer to the human heart than it 
did at present. Only thus would the com- 
munity of educational aims be established and 
the place of science in modern life be under 
stood by a generation which would be ene 
trusted with the task of making a new heaven 
and a new earth. 

Bishop Welldon said that science in secondars 
schools had not achieved nearly all the result 
for which they had hoped. Teachers of science 
had not been human enough. They had 
understood everything except the boys that 
they were to teach, and the result had hees: 
failure.

FUNERAL OF MR. W. B. 
SINGLETON, 


The funeral of Mr. W. B. Singleton, of 18 
Beechwood road, Ranelagh, took place yesterday 
morning to Mount Jerome Cemetery, ere 
wae a large and representative attendance, Rev. 
H. G. Forde, M.A, + officiated, and the chief 
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question was whether the printed notices to 
retailers protected the wholesalers. He thought 
that the second part of the notice was a con- 
tract of exemption from a criminal liabifhy. 
The notice said: “ All goods ex warehouse are 
sold under the condition that the purchaser 
destroys all unsound fruit ”' 

Mr. Duffy, Chairman of the Wholesale Fruit 
Traders’ Association in Dublin, was examined 
for the defence. and gave evidence that the 
practice followed in the Dublin market was 
identical with that followed in the markets of 
Belfast, Liverpool, and elsewhere. Similar 
notices to that in the Dublin markets were dis- 
played in the other markets as to the destruc- 
tion of unsound fruit. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Burke, the witness ad- 
mitted that the wholesalere had certain duties 
with regard to unsound fruit. In selling a case 
of anples for 17s, to a retailer the wholesaler 
would be losing money, and the retailer would 
know that the apples were not up to the mark. 
The weather and othér elements affected the 
conditios of the fruit. 

Mr. Thomas Sheridan, wholesaler, stated that 
he had 36 years’ experience in the Dublin and 
Glasgow fruit markets, and he had never known 
a case of entirely sound fruit to be catalogued. 
Fruit catalogued as sound was 2 per cent. bad, 
and from that fruit was graded up to 50 per 
cent. bad. 

Mr. Lupton said that it was impossible for 
the trader to examine every apple, but an 
expert knew the particular classes of fruit and 
examined a sample, upon which he fixed the 
percentage of unsoundness.

Whatever might be the 
effect of the trader's notices in a civil action, he 
could not sell fruit which might affect the 
health of the whole city and then repu liste all 
liability. Business must be comiucted on 
common-sense lines. He was bound by law to 
hold that an offence had been committed against 
the section of the Public Health Act, and would 
angers a fine of 10s.

Str,—The cost of living figures, on which 
the latest “cut ” in the Civil Service bonus 
le based, are extremely unfair to residents in 
Dublin. [ beheve that the Commission took 
prices in towns with population over a certain 
number, and thus compiled a table of average 
prices which we in Dublin have not enjoyed for 
years. During August many things came 
dearer. and the increase is almost certain to 
continue as winter approaches. 

Many public bodies granted increases to some 
of their gy A during the past six months. 
The Dublin rporation added 3s. to their 
carters’ wages some time ago (making 83s. per 
week); and the trade unions are resisting all 
proposed reductions as not being justi by 
present conditions. On the other hand, the 
Government announce a ‘“‘cut” of 3-26ths in 
the war bonus. In the case of messengers and 
other subordinate officials, who, in August, 
received from £3 3s. to £4 per week, this means 
a reduction of about 48. 6d. to 6s. 6d. Nobody 
will question the need for economy at the 
resent time; but, if £4 per week is a bare 
iving wage for a carter or labourer, surely 
the Government cannot expect many of their 
servants to live on a much smaller sum. Yours, 
etc, " JUnror.”
